During these remarks King had stated that in his one and 
one-hall days In Chicago he has spent most of his time in 
conference with representatives of local civil rights 
organizations and has been able to see and understand 
Chicago’s problems in depth. He pointed out the Inequities 
in housing for Negroes here, the burdens of unemployment, 
and the general economic exploitation of the Negro, stating 
that new approaches to the solutions of these problems are 
now called for. The SCLC program in Chicago is to be based 
on two main tactics, that of confrontation and a concentration 
of action. 


In the preparation stage of the SCLC program here, 
which stage we are now In, King Btated there is to be a 
concentration on mobilization of forces, a mobilization which 
has been in effect since September, 1965, when the first 
8CLC staff workers arrived in Chicago. Forces to be mobilized 
by the movement here will be the churches, hopefully a 
complete involvement of the ministry here, college and high 
school students, the 100,000 unemployed Negroes, and neighbor- 
hoods, the latter term meaning households and families on a 
door-to-door basis. In connection with the Increased effort 
here, additional SCLC personnel will be sent to Chicago. 

The first phase of this developmental approach to 
action will be that of organizing and educating the people 
Involved to the issues. It is anticipated, according to King, 
that by March 1, 1966, certain of these key issues will have 
evolved and be clarified for all concerned, and tactics 
surrounding these issues will be decided on a day-to-day basis. 
The possibility of demonstrations t fS a tactic to be utilized 
is very likely. By M?y 1, 1966, massive direct action, non- 
violent in nature, should be possible and will be launched 
around the key issues as enumerated, that is housing, education, 
unemployment and the like.

THOSE FEW WHO POSSESS SKILLS AND CRAFTS FIND T T EF RANKS APIDLY 
BEING DEPLETED BY AUTOMATION AND FEW OPPORTUNITIES FOR ADVANCEMENT 
AND PROMOTION. 

IN I960 NEGROES, WHO REPRESENTED 23 per cent OF Ti.E POPULATION 
ACCOUNTED FOR 43 per cent OF THE UNEMPLOYED. THIS WAS NOT 
INCLUDING THE THOUSANDS OF NEW MIGRANTS AND YOUNG ADULT MALES 
WHO WEnS ENTERING THE LABO .IK G MARKET, BUT WHO HAD NOT YET MADE 
T.iEIR WAY TO AN UNEMPLOMENT OFFICE, KNOWING FULL ’./ELL IN ADVANCE 
TEAT ONLY A FEW DIRTY JOBS WERE AVAILABLE TO THEM. 

THOSE FEW NEGROES W iQ ARE FORTUNATE ENOUGH TO ACHIEVE 
PROFESSIONAL AND MANAGERIAL STATUS FIND THEMSELVES VICTIMIZED IN 
THEIR SEARG FOR ADEQUATE HOUSING. TWO DISTINCT HOUSING MA KETS 
MAINTAINED BY CHICAGO REAL ESTATE INTERESTS, ARE CAREFULLY 
SEPARATE AND CONTROLLED; AND THOSE W._0 AE ABLE TO MAKE WHAT 
SHOULD BE A LIVING WAGE, FIND THAT THEY HAVE TO PAY 10 TO 20 
per cent MORE ON MENTAL OF HOMES, PURCHASE OF P OPERTY, AND 
INSURANCE AND INTEREST RATES THAN THEI . ,/HITE COUNTERPARTS. 

LANGSTON UGHES ASKS, "./ AT HAPPENS TO A Di.EAM DEFER ED?" 

BUT THESE DREAMS ’./EKE NOT DEFG.t.Er, THEY WERE DENIED AND .ilPUDIAT EJ 
BY VICIOUS T ’OUGH SUBTLE PATTERNS OF EXPLOITATION. SO THE DREAMS 
DO NOT, "DRY UP LIKE RAISEN3 IK T 75 SUN." ' 
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THEY DECAY LIKE SUN ■‘■RIPE NED ORANGES THAT ARE DEVOURED BY WORMS 
AND BIRDS UNTIL THEY FALL TO THE GROUND, CREATING A ROTTEN MED 
MESS. BUT CENTURIES AGO VICTOR HUGO PROCLAIMED THAT, "WHEN MEN ARE 
IN DARKNESS, THERE WILL BE CRIME; BUT THOSE WHO HAVE PLACED THEM 
IN DARKNESS ARE AS MUCH RESPONSIBLE FOR THE CRIME AS THOSE WHO 
COMMIT IT." 

AND SO THE SOCIAL CONSEQUENCES OF OUR REPUDIATED DREAMS, 

DENIED OPPORTUNITIES AND FRUSTRATED ASPIRATIONS ARE VERY MUCH 
PRESENT . 

DURING THE PAST TWO YEARS THERE HAS BEEN A CONSCIENTIOUS 
AND CREATIVE ATTEMPT TO DRAMATIZE THE EVILS OF THES SYSTEM OF 
NORTHERN SEGREGATION. CCCO AND ITS MEMBER GROUPS HAVE WORKED IN 
A UNITED ACTION PROGRAM AND THROUGH INDEPENDENT ORGANIZATIONAL 
ACTIVITIES TO CALL ATTENTION TO THE VARIOUS SORE SPOTS IN CHICAGO 
SOCIETY. NEGOTIATIONS HAVE TAKEN PLACE WITH THE SCHOOL BOARD, 

CITY OFFICIALS, LABOR MOVEMENT, REAL ESTATE INTERESTS AND MANY 
OTHER POINTS OF POWER IN THE HIGH COMMAND OF CHICAGO METROPOLITAN 
LIFE. THESE EFFORTS REPRESENT THE FOUNDATION STONES UPON WHICH 
ANY MOVEMENT MUST BUILD. THE CCCO "GET RID OF WILLIS CAMPAIGN" 

IS AS SIGNIFICANT AS ANY CAMPAIGN EVER ORGANIZED IN THIS COUNTRY. 

A SIMILAR CAMPAIGN HELD IN FORT WAYNE, INDIANA, LOUISVILLE, KENTUC 
KENTUCKY, OR ATLANTA , GEORGIA, WOULD HAVE INDEED MET WITH UN 
UNPARALLELED SUCCESS IN THE AREA OF SCHOOL DESEGREGATION; BUT 
BEFORE THE GOLIATH OF CHICAGO THEIR EFFORTS MADE ONLY LIMITED 
IMPACT. 

THE PROBLEMS OF CHICAGO, INDEED THE PROBLEMS OF THE 
NORTHERN CITY, DEMAND SOMETHING NEW. 



IN OUR WORK IN THE SOUTH TWO PRINCIPLES HAVE EMERGED. 

ONE, THE CRYSTALIZATION OF ISSUES, AND TWO, THE CONCENTRATION 
OF ACTION. 

IN BIRMINGHAM WE CONFRONTED THE CITADEL OF SOUTHERN 
SEGREGATION . IN f 96^ NOT ONE ASPECT OF BIRMINGHAM COMMUNITY 
LIFE WAS DESEGREGATED. IN APPROACHING THIS COMPLEX SEGREGATED 
SOCIETY, THE ISSUE WAS SIMPLIFIED DELIBERATELY TO: SEGREGATION. 
EARLY NEWSPAPER CRITIQUES CHALLENGED THE SIMPLIFICATION AND 
OFFERED A T OUSAND RATIONALIZATIONS AS TO WHY SUCH COMPLEX 
PROBLEMS COULD NOT BE DEALT WITh SO SIMPLY AND SUGGESTED A 
HUNDRED MORE "MODERATE, RESPONSIBLE" METHODS OF DEALING WITH 
OUR GRIEVANCES. YET IT WAS THE SIMPLIFICATION OF THE ISSUE 
TO THE POINT WHERE EVERY CITIZEN OF GOOD WILL, BLACK AND WHITE, 
NORTH AND SOUTH, COULD RESPOND AND IDENTIFY THAT ULTIMATELY 
MADE BIRMINGHAM T iE WATERSHED MOVEMENT IN THE HISTO .Y OF THE 
CIVIL RIG TS STRUGGLE. 

THE SECOND POINT WAS T iE CONCENTRATION OF ACTION, AND WE 
CHOSE LUNC . COUNTERS, A TARGET W ICH SEEMED TO MOST SOCIAL 
ANALYSTS THE LEAST SIGNIFICANT BUT ONE TO WHICH MOST PEOPLE 
COULD RALLY. IT WAS A TARGET VMEREIN ONE MIGHT ACHIEVE SOME 
MEASURE OF CHANGE YET WHICH SUFFICIENTLY INVOLVED THE LINES 
OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL POWER TO A POINT BEYOND ITSELF--TO 
THE LARGER PROBLEM. 

THE CONCENTRATION OF ACTION LED TO AN IMMEDIATE LOCAL 
VICTORY AT THE LEVEL OF THE LUNCH COUNTER, BUT POINTED BEYOND 
THE LUNCH COUNTER TO THE TOTAL PROBLEM OF SOUTHERN SEGREGATION 
AND PRODUCED A TEN-TITLE LEGISLATIVE VICTORY ON A NATIONAL LEVEL 
IN THE CIVIL RIGHTS ACT OF 1964. 



FOR THE PAST MONTHS THE SCLC STAFF HAS BEEN WORKING T 
CHICAGO TRYING TO APPLY THE SCLC NONVIOLENT PHILOSOPHY TO THE 
PROBLEMS OF CHICAGO. THE I \ WORK HAS BEEN CONCERNED WITH 
STRENGTHENING COMMUNITY ORGANIZATIONS AND RECRUITING NEV/ 
FORCES TO JOIN IN A NONVIOLENT MOVEMENT, BUT THEY IAVE ALSO 
GIVEN A GREAT DEAL OF TEOUG T TO TKE CTYSTALIZATION AND 


DEFINITION OF THE PROBLEM IN CHICAGO IN TERMS W .ICH CAN BE 
COMMUNICATED TO THE MAN ON THE STREET, WHO IS MOST AFFECTED. 
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EXPLOITATION. EVERY CONDITION EXISTS SIMPLY BECAUSE SOMEONE 
PROFITS BY ITS EXISTENCE. THIS ECONOMIC EXPLOITATION IS 
CRYSTALLIZED IN THE SLUM. 

A SLUM IS ANY A EA WHICH IS EXPLOITED BY THE COMMUNITY 
AT LARGE OR AN AREA WHE E FREE TRADE AND EXCHANGE OP CULTU E 
ANE "ESOURCES IS NOT ALLOTTED TO EXIST. IN A SLUM, PEOPLE DO NOT 
RECEIVE COMPARABLE CARE AND SERVICES FOR THE AMOUNT OF RENT 
PAID ON A DWELLING. THEY ARE FORCED TO PURCHASE PROPERTY AT 
INFLATED REAL ESTATE VALUE. THEY PAY TAXES. BUT THEIR CHILDREN 
DO NOT RECEIVE AN EQUITABLE S 1ARE OF THOSE TAXES IN EDUCATIONAL, 

EC EATIONAL AND CIVIC SERVICES. THEY MAY LEAVE THE COMMUNITY 
AND ACQUIRE PROFESSIONAL TRAINING, SKILLS, OR CRAFTS, BUT 
SELDOM ARE THEY ABLE TO FIND EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITIES COMMENSURATE 
WITH THESE SKILLS. AND IN THE RARE OCCASIONS WHEN THEY DO, 
OPPORTUNITIES FOR ADVANCEMENT AND PROMOTION ARE RESTRICTED. 

THIS MEANS THAT IN PROPORTION TO THE LABO r , MONEY AND INTELLECT 
■1 ICH THE SLUM POURS INTO THE COMMUNITY AT LARGE, ONLY A SMALL 
PORTION IS RECEIVED IN RETURN BENEFITS. THE REV. JAMES BEVEL 
AND OUR CHICAGO STAFF HAVE COME TO SEE THIS AS A SYSTEM OF 
INTERNAL COLONIALISM, NOT UNLIKE THE EXPLOITATION OF THE CONGO 
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THIS SITUATION IS TnUE ONLY FO NEG 0L3 . A NEIGriBQ HOOD 
OF POLISH CITIZENS MIGHT LIVE TOGET- ER IN A GIVEN GEOGRAPHIC 
AREA, BUT THAT GEOGRAPHIC AREA ENTERS INTO FREE EXCHANGE WITH 
THE COMMUNITY AT LARGE; AND AT ANY TIME SERVICES IN THAT AREA 
DETERIORATE, THE CITIZENS ARE FREE TO MOVE TO OTHER AREAS 
WHERE STANDARDS OF HEALTH, EDUCATION AND EMPLOYMENT ARE 
MAINTAINED. 

AS ,/E DEFINE AND INTERPRET THE DYNAMICS OF T iE SLUM, WE 
’.YE SEE T E TOTAL PATTERN OF ECONOMIC EXPLOITATION UNDER WHICH 
NEGROES SUFFER IN CHICAGO AND OTHER NORTHERN CITIES. 

1 ) EDUCATION: 

>266 PER YEAR IS THE AVERAGE INVESTMENT PE. NEGRO CHILD; 

PER WHITE PUPIL IT IS >366 IN THE CITY OF CHICAGO. SUBURBAN 
COMMUNITIES SPEND ANYWHERE FROM .^50 TO >900 PER PUPIL ANNUALLY. 
'ENCE, SLUM EDUCATION IS DESIGNED TO PERPETUATE THE INFE.IO 
STATUS OF SLUM CHILDREN AND PREPA E THEM ONLY FOR MENIAL JOBS 
IN WHICH THE SAME WAY THAT THE SOUTH AFRICAN APARTHEID EDUCATIONALLY 
PHILOSOPHY DOES FOR THE AFRICAN. 

2) BUILDING TRADES UNIONS: 

BUILDING TRADES UNIONS BAR NEGROES FROM MANY EMPLOYMENT 
OPPORTUNITIES WHICH COULD EASILY BE LEARNED BY PERSONS WITH 
LIMITED ACADEMIC TRAINING. 

3 ) REAL ESTATE: 

REAL ESTATE BOARDS RESTRICT THE SUPPLY OF HOUSING AVAILABLE 
TO NEGROES TO THE RESULT THAT NEGRO FAMILIES PAY AN AVERAGE <>20 
PER MONTH MORE IN RENT AND RECEIVE FEWER SERVICES THAN PERSONS 
IN OTHER NEIGHBORHOODS, 
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4) BANKS AND MORTGAGE COMPANIES: 

BANKS AND MO uT GAGE COMPANIES CixA GB HIGHE . INTEREST RATES 
AND IN MANY INSTANCES EVEN REFUSE TO FINANCE \EAL ESTATE IN SLUM 
COMMUNITIES AND T ASITIONAL COMMUNITIES, MAKING THE AREA EASY 
P EY FO: LOAN STARKS. 

5) SLUM LANDLORDS: 

SLUM LANDLORDS FIND A MOST LUCRATIVE RETURN ON A MINIMUM 
INVESTMENT DUS TO INEFFICIENT ENFORCEMENT OF CITY BUILDING CODES 
AS WELL AS INADEQUATE BUILDING CODES, OVER-CROWDING OF LIVING SPACE, 
AND A TAX STRUCTURE ON SLUM PROPERTY WHICH MEANS T. E MORE YOU 
LET THE BUILDING RUN DOWN , THE LESS YOU PAY IN TAXES. 

6) THE WELFARE SYSTEM: 

THE WELFARE SYSTEM CONTRIBUTES TO THE BREAKDOWN OF FAMILY 
LIFE BY MAKING IT MORE DIFFICULT TO OBTAIN MONEY IF THE FATHER 
IS IN THE . OUSEriOLD AND SUBJECTS FAMILIES TO A DEHUMANIZED 
EXISTENCE AT THE HAND OF AN IMPERSONAL SELF-PERPETUATING BUREAUC ACY. 
BUREAUCRACY. 

7) FEDERAL nOUSING AGENCIES: 

FEDERAL HOUSING AGENCIES WILL NOT INSURE LOANS FOR 
PURCJIASING REAL ESTATE IN NEGRO COMMUNITIES AND MAKE LITTLE OR 
NO MONEY AVAILABLE FOR FINANCING ANY LOW-COST HOUSING OR 
RENOVATION OF PRESENT HOUSING. 

8) THE COURTS: 

THE COURTS ARE ORGANIZED AS A TOOL OF THE ECONOMIC STRUCTURE 
AND POLITICAL MACHINE. MANY JUDGES ARE POLITICAL APPOINTEES 
AND SUBJECT TO POLITCAL INFLUENCE. 
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9) THE POLICE J 

THE POLICE ARE LITTLE MORE THAN "ENFO CERS h OF THE PRESENT 
SYSTEM OF EXPLOITATION AND OFTEN DEM ONST FATE PARTICULAR CONTEMPT 
FOE POOR NEGROES, SO THAT THEY ARE DEPRIVED OF ANY SENSE OF 
HUMAN DIGNITY AND THE STATUS OF CITIZENSHIP IN ORDER THAT THEY 
MAY BE CONTROLLED AND "KEPT IN LINE." 

10) THE POLITICAL SYSTEM: 

THE ESTABLISHED POLITICAL SYSTEM DEPRIVES NEGROES OF 
POLITICAL POWER AND, THROUGH PATRONAGE AND PRESSURE, ROBS THE 
COMMUNITY OF ITS DEMOCRATIC VOICE. 

1 1 ) THE CITY ADMINISTRATION: 

THE CITY ADMINISTRATION REFUSES TO RENDER ADEQUATE 
SERVICES TO THE NEGRO COMMUNITY. STREET CLEANING, GARBAGE 
COLLECTION AND POLICE PROTECTION ARE OFFERED MENIALLY, IF AT 
ALL. 

12) THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT: 

THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT HAS YET TO INITIATE A CREATIVE 
ATTEMPT TO DEAL WITH THE PROBLEMS OF MEGALOPOLITAN LIFE AND 
THE RESULTS OF THE PAST THREE CENTURIES OF SLAVERY AND SEGREGATION 
ON NEGROES. 

THERE ARE TWO POSSIBLE WAYS TO CONCENTRATE ON THE PROBLEMS 
OF THE SLUM: OND WOULD BE TO FOCUS ON A SINGLE ISSUE, BUT COCO 
AND SCLC CHOSES TO CONCENTRATE ALL OF OUR FORCES AND MOVE IN 
CONCERT WITH A NONVIOLENT ARMY ON EACH AND EVERY ISSUE. 

IN CHICAGO WE ARE FACED WITH THE PROBABILITY OF A READY 
ACCOMODATION TO MANY OF THE ISSUES IN SOME TOKEN MANNER , MERELY 
TO CURTAIL THE MASSING OF FORCES AND PUBLIC OPINION AROUND THOSE 
ISSUES. THEREFORE, WE ARE PREPARED TO CONCENTRATE ALL OF OUR 
FORCES AROUND ANY AND ALL ISSUES. 
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PRESENTLY u-R MOVEMENT CONSTITUTES THE MEMBER ORGANIZATIONS 
OF COCO AND THE STAFF RESOURCES OF SCLC. SOME TIME HAS BEEN 
S^ENT STRENGTHENING AND ORIENTING THESE PRESENT FORCES, BUT 
THCY MUST BE SUPPLEMENTED IMMEDIATELY BY ADDITIONAL POWER 
FACTORS WHICH WILL HELP US ORGANISE AND RAISE ISSUES BEFORE THE 
ENTIRE CHICAGO COMMUNITY. 

FOREMOST AMONG THESE POWER FACTORS IS THE CHURCH. THE 
CHURCH CONSTITUTES A READY ALLY FOR A NONVIOLENT MOVEMENT , 

BECAUSE BASICALLY WE ARE RAISING QUESTIONS OF HUMAN RIGTS 

FOR THOSE WHO ARE NUMBERED AMONG THE CHILDREN OF GOD BUT WHO HAVE 

BEEN DENIED THESE RIGHTS BY THE STRUCTURES OF OUR SOCIETY. 

PHASE ONE OF OUR MULTI FACET ASSAULT IS BASED UPON THE 
PRINCIPLE THAT BEFORE PEOPLE CAN BE COUNTED ON TO ACT, THEY 
MUST HAVE A FULL UNDERSTANDING OF THE "SLUM COLONY" AND THE 
RESULTING SLUM PSYCHOLOGY, WHICH LULLS US INTO A SOMNOLENCE 
OF DESPAIR. 

THUS , OUR PROGRAM DURING THE NEXT TWO MONTHS IS GEARED 
TOWARD DEFINING THE PROBLEM OF SLUMS TO AS MANY PEOPLE AS 
POSSIBLE, CREATING IN THEM THE DEPTH OF UNDERSTANDING AND THE 
PERSONAL COMMITMENT WHICH WILL ENABLE THEM TO ACT. 

DURING THE MONTH OF JANUARY AN EFFORT WILL BE MADE TO 
INVOLVE EVERY MINISTER IN THE CITY IN AT LEAST AN INFORMATIONAL 
MEETING CONCERNING THE PLANS FOR A NONVIOLENT MOVEMENT IN CHICAGO. 
THIS WILL BE ACCOMPLISHED THROUGH MEETINGS WITH EXISTING 
MINISTERS CONFERENCES, CONVOCATIONS AT SEMINARIES IN THE AREA, 

AND SPECIAL EFFORTS TO REACH THE HOMAN CATHOLIC COMMUNITY THROUGH 
THE CATHOLIC INTERRACIAL COUNCIL AND THE OFFICES OF THE INTERRACIAL 
COUNCIL AND THE OFFICES OF THE ARCHDIOCESE. 
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NEGRO MINISTERS ’./ILL BE INTRODUCED TO SCLC'S OPERATION 
BREADBASKET CONCEPT , WHICH IN ATLANTA , GEORGIA, ALONE, HAS A 
ADDED FIFTEEN MILLION DOLLARS TO THE NEGRO COMMUNITY'S 
PURCHASING POWER BE OBTAINING JOBS. THE BREADBASKET CONCEPT 
IS A SIMPLE ONE IN WHICH A NEGRO MINISTER PUTS PRESSURE ON 
EMPLOYERS TO HIRE AND UPGRADE MORE NEGROES, ESPECIALLY MEMBERS 
OF THEIR OWN CONGREGATIONS. 

OTHER ORIENTATION AND INDOCTRINATION METHODS SHALL INCLUDES 
THE ESTABLISHED OF UNIONS TO END SLUMS. THESE NEIGHBORHOOD 
ORGANIZATIONS WILL SERVE AS A NETWORK OF PROTECTION AGAINST j. 
INJUSTICE IN HOUSING, AND AS A POTENTIAL SOURCE OF ECONOMIC 
POWER. THE UNIONS TO END SLUMS ARE BEING ORGANIZED ON A DOOR- 
TO-DOOR BASIS TO BARGAIN. COLLECTIVELY WITH LANDLORDS AND THE 
CITY IN AN EFFORT TO CHANGE THE CONDITIONS WHICH CREATE 
SLUMS. ULTIMATELY THEY WILL PROVIDE PROTECTION AGAINST EVICTION 
AND EXPLOITATION AND HELP RESOLVE MANY IMMEDIATE PROBLEMS. THEIR 
MAIN FUNCTION HOWEVER, IS TO BAND TOGETHER TO DEMAND THAT THE 
CONDITIONS WHICH CREATE SLUMS BE ENDED. THIS ALSO WILL BE A 
TREMENDOUS POWER IN DEALING WITH BOTH POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
FACTORS WHICH AFFECT LIFE IN THE SLUMS. 

EXPLORATIONS ARE ALREADY UNDERWAY IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
UNIONS IN LONGDALE, EAST GARFIELD PARK, KENWOOD AND ENGLEWOOD. 

STUDENTS IN THE 51 COLLEGES IN THE CHICAGO AREA ARE 
ANOTHER POTENTIAL FORCE FOR THE MOVEMENT. WE CONSIDER THE 
ENTIRE NEGRO HIGH SCHOOL POPULATION AS AN AVAILABLE FORCE TO 
BE MOBILIZED. THIS MOBILIZATION WILL BE CARRIED OUT BY 
CONCENTRATING FIRST ON KEY AREA SCHOOLS (AREAS TO BE DEFINED) 

WITH THE UNDERSTANDING THAT CONTACTS ARE BEING MADE IN OTHER 
SCHOOLS WHO MAY BE ORGANIZED FOR SUPPORTING ACTION IN A FEW 



• . THERt, ARE SOKE 100,000 UNEMPLOYED NEG'OES IN THE CIIY OF 

CHICAGO, A CONSIDERABLE PERCENTAGE OF THESE ARE YOUNG MEN BETWEEN 
THE AGES OF 16 and 25. MANY OF THESE ARE IN GANGS OR ARE DRIFTING 
ILLY FROM CORNER TO CORNER. THIS GROUP MIST BE MOBILIZED INTO AN 
ACTION UNIT, PREPARED TO DEMONSTRATE WHENEVER THE OCCASION SEEKS 
TACTICALLY IMPORTANT. THEIR ORGANIZATION MUST BE IN THEIR OWN 
BEHALF AND MUST FOCUS ON MEANINGFUL EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING 
OPPORTUNITIES THROUGH WHICH THEY MIGHT ACHIEVE ACTIVE PARTICIPATION 
IN OUR SOCITY. 

IN OUR PRESENT UNDERSTANDING OF THE NATURE OF SLUMS AND THE 
NATURE OF A MOVEMENT, THE TASK OF DEVELOPING AN ACTION PROGRAM 
WHICH INVOLVES THE WHOLE OF CHICAGO AND .ENCOMPASSES MANY ISSUES 
SHOULD NOT BE TOO DIFFICULT. FROM THE BASES OF POWER , 

ENCOMPASSED IN A VIABLE NONVIOLENT MOVEMENT, WE WILL HAVE T 
FORCES WHICH CAN BE MOBILIZED TO DRAMATIZE ISSUES AS THEY OCCUR. 

DURING THE FIRST PHASE OF THE MOVEMENT ORGANIZATION AND 
EDUCATION ATE THE P. IMAfY PURPOSES. THIS WILL BE DONE LARGELY 
THROUGH MASS MEETINGS , NEIGHBORHOOD ALLIES AND WORK SHOPS AND 
SHOULD CONTINUE THROUGH THE MONTH 0? FEBRUARY. DEMONSTRATIONS 
MUST BE THOUGHT OF AS EDUCATIONAL AND ORGANIZATIONAL TOOLS, AND 
THERE MAY BE SOME OCCASIONS WHICH CALL FOa DEMONS! ATIONS. WHEN 
ytCISIS THE CASE, IT MUST BE CLEAR THAT THE PURPOSE OF THE 
DEMONSTRATION IS TO DRAMATIZE AND SO DEFINE THIS INCIDENT AS ONE 
LINK IN THE CHAIN OF ECONOMIC EXPLOITATION WHICH OCCURS IN SLUM 
LIFE. 

PHASE TWO: BY THE FIRST OF MARCH, COMMUNITY RESPONSE AND 

LIVE ISSUES SHOULD HAVE EVOLVED TO THE POINT 1/HERE SOME CONSENSUS 
HAS BEEN REACHED AROUND SPECIFIC TARGETS. 
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AT THIS POINT WE SHOULD BE ABLE TO DEVELOP THE DETAILED DAY-BY- 
DAY STRATEGY WHICH WOULD SEEK TO DEMONSTRATE THE TOTAL CHAIN WHIul 
ENSLAVES US. DEMONSTRATIONS SHOULD BE SCHEDULED AT POINTS WHICH 
SHOULD REVEAL THE AGENTS OP EXPLOITATION AND PAINT A PORTRAIT OF 
THE EVILS WHICH BESET US IN SUCH A MANNER THAT IT IS CLEAR THE 
WORLD OVER WHAT MAKES UP A SLUM AND WHAT IT IS THAT DESTROYS THE 
PEOPLE WHO ARE FORCED TO LIVE IN A SLUM. 

PHASE THREE: BY THE FIRST OF MAY WE SHOULD BE READY TO 

LAUNCH THE PHASES OF MASSIVE ACTION, BUT JUST AS NO ONE KNEW ON 
JANUARY 2, 1965, THAT THERE WOULD BE A MARCH FROM SED1A TO 
MONTGOMERY BY MARCH OF THAT YEAR, SO NOW WE ARE IN NO POSITION 
TO KNOW WHAT FORM MASSIVE ACTION MIGHT TAKE IN CHICAGO, HOWEVER, 

AS VOS BEGIN TO DRAMATIZE THE SITUATION, WE WILL BE LED INTO FORMS 
OF DEMONSTRATION WHICH WILL CREATE THE KIND OF COALITION OF 
CONSCIENCE WHICH IS NECESSARY TO PRODUCE CHANGE IN THIS COUNTRY. 

CDUR OBJECTIVES IN THIS MOVEMENT ARE FEDERAL, STATE AND LOCAL. 
ON THE FEDERAL LEVEL WE VJOULD HOPE TO GET THE KIND OF COMPREHENSIVE 
LEGISLATION WHICH WOULD MEET THE PROBLEMS OF SLUM LIFE AC- OSS THE 
NATION. AT THE STATE LEVEL, WE SHOULD EXPECT THE KINDS OF TAX 
REFORMS, UPDATING OF BUILDING CODES, OPEN OCCUPANCY LEGISLATION 
AND ENFORCEMENT OF EXISTING STATUTES FOR THE PROTECTION OF OUR 
CITIZENS. 

ON THE LOCAL LEVEL WE WOULD HOPE TO CREATE THE KIND OF 
AWARENESS IN PEOPLE THAT WOULD MAKE IT IMPOSSIBLE FOR THEM TO 
BE ENSLAVED OR ABUSED AND CREATE FOR THEM THE KIND OF DEMOCRATIC 
STRUCTURES WHICH WILL ENABLE THEM TO CONTINUALLY DEAL WITH THE 
PROBLEMS OF SLUMLIFE.. AMONG THESE WOULD BE ACTIVE COMMUNITY 
ORGANIZATIONS, A COORDINATED AND POWERFUL CIVIL RIGHTS MOVEMENT, 
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RELIGIOUS INSTITUTIONS './HI CH ARE PREPARED TO MINISTER TO PERSONS 
IN URBAN SOCIETY AS WELL AS TO THE STRUCTURES OP THAT SOCIETY. 

WE WOULD ALSO HOPE THAT PROM THIS WOULD EMERGE SEVERAL PILOT 
PROJECTS AND INSTITUTIONS WHICH MIGHT BE OP SOME PERMANENT 
SIGNIFICANCE. 

THERE ARE VERY FEW CULTURAL, RECREATIONAL AND VOCATIONAL 
FA ILITIES AVAILABLE TO YOUTH IN THIS COUNTRY TO MATCH THE KINDS 
OF SPORTS PAVILIONS WHICH EXIST IN -OTHER COUNTRIES OF THE WORLD. 
ONE NEED ONLY THINK OF WHAT IT WOULD HAVE MEANT TO NEW YORK 
CITY’S HARLEM AND THE WHOLE WORLD HAD NEW YORK'S LINCOLN CENTER 
BEEN CONSTRUCTED BETWEEN CENTRAL PARK AND 125th STREET. A './HOLE 
REGION WOULD HAVE BEEN RECLAIMED. PERHAPS THE CITY OF CHICAGO 
MIGHT BE INFLUENCED TO DEVOTE A SIMILAR PORTION OF ITS RESOURCES

A source, who has furnished reliable information^ 
in the past, advised on January 7, 1966, that MARTIN 
LUTHER KING, JR.. President, Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference J/CLC), and two of his aides, ANDREW jJ^GUNG 
and BERNARJ^LEE, arrived at International Airport, Los 
Angeles, at 3:10 PM on January 7, 1966,.via TWA Flight 27 
from Chicago. No one was observed to meet KING and his 
party at the airport and no representatives of the press 
or other news media were observed meeting KING and 
apparently they were not aware of his arrival in Los Angeles. 

KING and his party rented a car from Avis Rent- 
A-Car, a late model Plymouth, California license RTJ 789, 
departing from the airport soon after their arrival and 
indicating that they were going to the Statler Hilton 
Hotel in downtown Los Angeles, but instead they registered 
at the Hyatt House, 55^7 West Century Boulevard, Los 
Angeles, near the International Airport, occupying Rooms 
217, 220, and 221. 

This source further advised that the Los Angeles 
Police Department (LAPD) intended to give KING around-the- 
clock security coverage during his stay in Los Angeles by 
assigning two or three men to this detail. 

Source fuller advised on January 10, 1966, that 
the Reverend THOMAS/KILGORE, JR., Western Representative 
for the SCLC in Los Angeles, had stated that the purpose 
of KING*s visit to Los Angeles was to "rest," and no 
publicity would be given out concerning his visit. 

KILGORE did not indicate that KING would

Another source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on , January 11, 1966, 
that KING, YOUNG, LEE and one J. T ./JOHNSON, departed 
Los Angeles International Airport At 1:40 AM on January 
11, 1966 via Delta Airlines, Plight 820, scheduled to , , , 
arrive at Atlanta, Georgia at 9*35 AM, Atlanta time. f 

In making his reservation, J. T. JOHNSON gave 
the Hyatt House as his telephone number. Room 217, and 
he also furnished the telephone number of 731-2456, which 
is the phone for the SCLC Office, 2400 South Western 
Avenue, Los Angeles. 

The first source advised that J. T, JOHNSON 
was not registered at the Hyatt House, although he was 
known to be there at least part of the time while KING 
and his party were registered there. 

It is noted that no publicity was given KING’S 
visit to Los Angeles through the press, radio, or any 
other news media.
